The charge of six cents 
each for supper, lodging and breakfast, is done 
in order to create a feeling of independence 
among the boys ; however, thirty-three per cent, 
of Hie lodgers are received gratuitously. During 
the year 8,655 different boys have received the 
benefits ofthc Institution, the seeds of truth and 
morality have been sown, and it is hoped they 
have fallen not in every case by the wayside or 
on stony ground. Iu the ten years that have 
passed. '2C,4t)0 different boys have enjoyed this 
home, and if placed altogether in one city, it 
would be as interesting A sight as one could w isli 
to see.

cessful and useful men, holding positions of 
trust and promise. Hundreds are carving out 
their fortunes In the West, many are married

VKIIY REVEREND Sirt: The friends of tem- 


perance, all over the Union, have received anil 
•ead your recent circular with profound regret. 
Your high character, your influential position 
n the great church which you represent, and 
your confident and ingenious appeal to divine 
authority as the basis of, and wan-ant for, your 
views and opinions, give your manifesto great 
significance, and rear a formidable obstacle 
Kilore the feet of those who labor to win the 
nation to sobilety. and destroy a traffic in which 
vice, immorality,"disease, misery, and death find 
tlieir most redundant fountain, I do not ques- 
,1011 tor a moment your sincerity, or the purity 
of your motives, but I believe you liave made a 
great mistake—a mistake surcharged with dan- 
ger lo your own people, to the country, and the 
world. I beg you not to deem a distant stranger 
impertinent if lie regards you as a repre- 
sentative of a large class of the clergy, not only 
of your own but of other denominations, and 
undertakes to show wherein that mistake lies. 


Of the woman's temperance movement in 


the West, I know nothing but what I find re- 
ported in the daily Eastern press. I notice that 
it has been instrumental in closing dram-shops, 
pledging multitudes to a life of total abstinence, 
in largely diminishing the sale of intoxicating 
liquors at the manufacturing centres, and that

That is the 
liquid you talk about; that, is the liquid the 
ill-inking of which you Had justified in the 
Bible. But whiskey is not wine. Whiskey is 
the liquid that burns up stomach, brains, mor- 
ality, industry, prosperity, life. Whiskey fills a 
hundred thousand homes with misery, and is 
poisoning the blood of the generations. Whis- 
kv fills the pool-houses and hospitals and prisons 
Whiskey is associated with nearly every crime 
committed in your community. It is the grand 
liery fountain of thenation.il woe and criuu.. 
This is what the women of Ohio are seeking to 
banish, and th(-y know tliat with it must go 
that which all the national experience has 
proved will be used as a cover fur the baser 
liquid. 


And now let us go to the Bible again for the 


rule which, for us,"in HIM matter, must cover 
all rules and all examples : '-It is goml neither 
to cat flesh, nor to drink wine, nor anything 
whereby thy brother stumbleth, or. is made 
weak." I tremble to think of the stumbling- 
block which you, in your circular, have placed 
before the tempted and the deceived.

There is no 
young man just beginning a course of dissipa- 
tion who does notjlind his downward steps the 
for it. All those who respectand revere the easier 
temperate practices of your life arc grieved by 
it. It has done harm—almost immeasurable 
harm—to a cause which in your heart yon Inve. 
You liave unconsciously put a stumbling-block 
in your brother's way, you have oflendcd many, 
you have m:ulc many weak. You have made 
a mistake which you can tmnlly rectify in a life- 
time. Your influence has been given to the 
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wrong sitle in this controversy between the 
powers of light and the i»wcrs of darkness; 
•yon-have done exactly what the latter most de- 
sired you should do. " You have given strength 
to the forces oraanizc-d against the national pu- 
riety and morality.
